DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 06/03/2010 has been entered. 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 06/03/2010 was filed and 
considered by the examiner. 

Claims 23, 25-28, 32-36 and 38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a liquid 
crystal display comprising a combination of various elements as claimed more specifically a 
columnar spacer having laminated resin layers including the resin color filter layer and a second 
resin layer made of photosensitive acrylic resin, both the second resin layer and each of the 
different color layers being configured to be in contact with the liquid crystal layer, wherein one 
of the plurality of bus lines is located directly below the columnar spacer, and wherein another of 
the plurality of bus lines separates a first resin color filter layer of the resin color filter layer from 
a second resin color filter layer of the resin color filter layer thin film transistor substrate when 
viewed in a direction perpendicular to the thin film transistor substrate as set forth in claim 23.
